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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
claims state that the portions form "a U-shaped" instead of U-shape. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

2. Examiner also notes that claim 17 cites "said first portion" but depends on claim 6 
which does not mention a first portion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 ,5 22,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Odisho et al (U. S. Patent no. 6,360,850). 

See figures 7-10 friction member 1 1 , table 1 5, clip 370 with barbs 372,374, sensor 301 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 6-8, 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Matsuzaki in view of Yenne (U. S. Patent no. 2,646,808). 

Matsuzaki discloses: see figures 4-10 sensor 101 with groove 101a, table 2, friction 
material 1 . 

Matsuzaki et al does not disclose a clip that has three portions and a set of projections 
formed from one of said portions. Yenne teaches a clip which meets all the limitations of 
the claims (see figure 13 clip 17). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to use a clip as taught by Yenne in the device 
of Matsuzaki as it enables the use of the sensor without requiring the table to feature 
an opening 4 which must be manufactured to certain tolerances in order to fit the 
sensor. The clip of Yenne allows for the table to formed normally as a flat plate in which 
tolerances are not as rigid because the clip will slide over the table and compensate for 
them. This allows for a cheaper design since the backing plate/table can be 
manufactured in a standard way with looser tolerances and is therefore cheaper.
